REWARD FOR SERVICES.

When politics dominate the business
affairs of a municipality, the tax pay-
ers are called upon to foot the billa A
large portion of the expenses of a clty
is created by political rewards for
services renderad or to be rendered.
The party In power strengthens Its
position at the expense of the lax
payers. Political jobs, wholely un.
necessary are given to political pets
for their influence. Preference Ia
sometimes given In  awarding cons
tracte, and often times higher prices
are paid as it insures the support of
the contractor at the municipal elec-
tion. When objections are ralsed to
what seéms to be an unnecessary ex-
pense, there are plenty of excuses for
the expense,

The Astorian has frequently called
the attentfon of the public (0 many
Itemns of unnecessary expense connect-
ed with the management of the ity
government., It has from time to time
warned the common council that a
continyance of munlelpal extravagance
would lead to municipal bankruptey.
Some of the members of the councl)
bhave interposed objections to the em-
ployment of extra men in the Improve-
ment of streeta, and for that one meet-
ing they would actually declde not to
employ any more men, but at the next
meeting a resolution would be Intro-
duced providing for the employment of
some person to superintend the con-
struction of some street, One of the
members of the councll even called
the attentlon of the members to the
fact that such employment was waolly
unwarranted and without any law to
back It up, but it made no difference
to other members when there was a
friend to reward or a political debt to
pay.

The city has been compelled to res
sort to extreme measures and may
possibly have to economize In order to
tide the clty over the shoals of threats
ened bankruptey. It is compelled to
issue $16.000 In municipt]l bonds to re-
plenish the general fund, The bonds
run for five years and bear interest at
the rate of 5 cent cent. In the five
years the city will have pald $4000 in
interest on these bonds. In  other
words the clty borrows 3216000 ana
pays $20,000. No business man In As-
toria could Jdo business in that way
and make a success of It. The com-
mon councll den't pay this interest, It
simply comes out of the pockets of the
overburdened  taxpayers  who  are
sweating large drops of blood every

time they se¢ the assessors or the
sherifl, .
